scheduled for 7 p.m. in the Arena. Miss Scandinavia will preside over this 
year’s festival and the runner-up will become the Lucia Bride at the Lucia 
Festival of Lights in November. 

After the coronation, at dusk, comes the Torchlight Parade and Hex-Burn- 
ing Bonfire, with the Queen’s Ball following from 9 p.m. to midnight. 

Saturday’s events, listed in full in the program guide, include all the peren- 
nial favorites: the Running of the Trolls, the Optag Parade in downtown Asto- 
ria, the raising of the Midsummer Pole, a parade of native costumes in the 
Arena and dancers and musicians performing all day long. 

Featured entertainers this year are Kerry Christensen, international yodel- 
ing master, and Terhi Miikki Broersma, Finlandia Foundation’s Performer 
of the Year. 

Sunday’s festivities include the Pannukaku Breakast sponsored by the 
Astoria Rotary Club, counterpointed by Sven and Jorgen’s accordion music, 
followed by an interdenominational worship service — all in the Exhibition 
Hall. Then comes more music, more dancing and another afternoon of fun 
for the kids at the Barnefest. 

We can’t forget the food. Asked to describe her favorite part of the fes- 
tival, Caldwell-Rohne hesitated not a millisecond: “Lefsa” — the Norwegian 
flatbread loved by Scandinavians (and all sane people worldwide). Loved 
by this reporter, too, though his born-in-Sweden mother and grandmother 
spent his childhood demonstrating the world’s best reason to drool: Swedish 
pancakes (with anything, toppings being far less important than number of 
pancakes). 

The final event of the festival is the closing ceremony and the drawing 
of the winning raffle ticket for round-trip tickets for two to Scandinavia, cour- 
tesy of Sundial Travel of Astoria. 

Astoria’s Scandinavian Midsummer Festival started in 1967, as a fundrais- 
er for a Girl Scout troop. Today, it’s evolved into a celebration looked for- 
ward to by thousands of people every year, a Midsummer’s weekend cen- 
tered on all things holy — or Scandinavian, depending on your world view 
— all of it aimed at preserving cultural traditions, promoting family values 
and having fun. What better way to spend a Midsummer's weekend? 

As with all celebrations of fertility and nature’s abundance, Midsummer’s 
origins are pagan, centered around the summer solstice — the longest day of 
the year. Many of those pagan beliefs are still included in modern-day 
Midsummer festivals: plants endowed with abundant healing powers if 
picked on Midsummer’s Eve; bonfires that protect against evil spirits; 
newly harvested foods gratefully consumed. 

Now, throughout the Christian world, Midsummer festivals celebrate John 
the Baptist (St. John’s Day). But pagan elements are still important, espe- 
cially bonfires, harvesting plants (notably flowers), and homage paid to near- 
by bodies of water — streams, lakes, seas, fjords. : 

In Denmark, “Sankt Hans Aften” (St. John’s Eve) has been an official hol- 


iday since 1770. Originally a time when healers would visit healing waters 
and gather herbs to use for the rest of the year, celebrations still include the 
gathering of flowers and bonfires on beaches — with or without flaming witch- 
es — to banish evil spirits. 

Norwegians spell the holiday a bit differently, “Sankthansaften,” (St. John’s 
Eve), or for Catholics, “Jonsok” (John’s wake). Bonfires are very large and 
generally on the banks of bodies of water. 

In early days, Finns called their Midsummer celebration “Ukon juhla” 
(after the Finnish god “Ukko”). Now, it’s called “juhannus” (after St. John, 
or “Johannes”). “Kokko” (bonfires) are burned at lakeside or seaside, saunas 
are heated and families bathe and grill food. 

In Sweden, it’s “Midsommarafton” (Midsummer’s Eve) and “Midsom- 
mardagen” (Midsummer’s Day — designated as the Friday between June 19 
and 25). It’s Sweden’s most important holiday of the year. Traditional 
events include raising of the greenery-covered Maypole or Midsummer Pole 
(“majstang” or “midsommerstang”) and dancing around this potent phallic 
symbol, fortune-telling and picking of flowers (seven or nine different 
kinds, placed under the pillow, to instill dreams of one’s future spouse). 

In Astoria, it’s everything: bonfire, Midsummer pole, parade, speeches, 
dancing, music, song and a whole lot of food. What a wonderful way to cel- 
ebrate at the beginning of summer. Enjoy!
